The General Assembly. 

We take it for granted that the Ken- 
tucky Legislature will give us a good reg- 
istration act. It ought to be carefully 
considered, and, whilst impartial in every 
particular, it should be as strict as it can be 
made. There is, of course, no need to 
hurry it; and it would, perhaps, be best to 
discuss its details tully outside of the capi- 
tol before beginning to work an it. 

A conventional interest bill of some surt 
is very essential. Kentucky is being 
drained of her surplus money year by 
year. The liberal and wise policy pursued 
by our neighbor States has sorely pressed 
| our financial system, and thence reacted 
upon every ihterest, the agricultura) being, 
perhaps, in an indirect way, most disas- 
trously used. Our information is, that a 
great change has come over the people 
within the last year or two, and that this 
is felt by the members of the General 
Assembly. Certainly the question of con- 
ventional interest is one of serious import, 
worthy the closest scrutiny and loudly 
calling tor appropriate legislation. 

In regard to the question of amending 
our laws of evidence so as to relieve the 
white people ot the State of the terrible 
inequality under which the Federal laws 
and our own shdrt-sightedness have placed 
them, we have net much to say, because, 
we fear, we have little to hope. Ihe points 
in the case are at last beginning to be 
understood and appreciated. People are 
coming to see that the exclusion of the 
blacks from Kentucky courts does not ex- 
clude them from a Federal court provided 
for them, and into which they can drag the 
whites, whilst a white man is confined to 
but one court, in which he cau avail 
himself of but one class of testimony. 
The system is tall ot inequality and em- 
barrassment, and works equal injustice 
So tar as the negroes are concerned,: they 
are made whole of this injustice. Tue 
Legislature is asked simply to make the 
white people whole. It the matter were 
tairly discussed, and put to a square test, 
we think it would carry. Bat there isthe 
trouble. Most of the mémbers of the 
present General Assembly were committed 
two or three years ago against the meas- 
ure. They are governed by a certain 
pride of opinion which they do not like to 
sacritice, rather than by an unalterable 
beliet that the proposed change is wrong 
in itself. ‘ 

VW € SUPpuse tue OC.mcinmate eotlenad will 
come up again. It will be interesting to 
watch it. Simce the development ot the 
eighty-thousand-dollar account presented 
to the Cincinnati Council by the Trustees, 
people are suspicious. They are curious 
to see how much ot it will go to Frankiort, 
and whether it will cause any member who 
yoted “no” last winter to vote ‘“‘aye” this 

winter. The question was thoroughly 

discussed last session before the vote was 

taken. No new light has been thrown on 

it since. Nowthe query naturally pre- 

sents itself to the common mind, what 

about those eighty thousand dollars?

The Future of Evgiand. 

, Some time ago Mr. Froups, the histo- 
rian, published in Fraser's Magazine a 
remarkable article entitled “Englund and 
Her Colonies.” The piece, hke everything 
from the same glowing pen, was well 
worth stealing, merely as a sensation, if 
nothing more; and accordingly it was at 
once appropriated by the piratical reprints 
of the day. It was naturally marked to 
some extent by the same singularity of 
sentiment and awryness of fancy which, 
in the author’s histories, have exalted 
Henry VIIL and debased ExLimzasertu: 
but it was withal so shrewd, so able, so 
penetrating that, viewing it simply in its 
connection with current politics, we know 
not where to direct our readers for a better 
summary of the preseat condition ot 
England or a surer key to the present pol- 
icy ot the British Cabinet. 

Mr. FROUDE proposes as a grave and 
pressing danger what hitherto, whenever 
broached at all, has been doubttully hinted 
asa bare possibility, viz: That England, 
with her unequaled past, may be without 
atuture. Making every deduction that can 
be claimed for an occasional blemish of 
unreality or perverseness, there are still 
enough pith and point in this singular and 
fiery essay to arrest the attention of every 
thinking man. We are confident, at all 
events, that Mr. Frovupe will have the 
luck of convincing most readers that his 
apprehensions are less foolish than his pro- 
posed remedies—which is often a point 
gained inf making converts. So that, if 
mother Eagland is really falling into the 
shriveled and cachectic condition whet 
Mr. Frovupk discovers, tew of her children 
on this side the water will entertain any 
lively hope of her recovery in the hands of 
incompetent regulars, assisted by the 
flighty and unsteady skill o this ardent | 
empiric. 

Mr. FROUDE is a bipencten, and thereby 
hangs much of the weight of his 
deliverance. He is, too, let us remember, 
the historian of the Elizabethan age, that 
synonym of glory, vigor and success; 
and be has told its story with an eloquence 
and feryor never before equaled in that 
line of composition. Now, while no one 
who has read history to any purpose at all 
is. ignorant of the tact that the relative po- 
sition of England among the great powers 
is widely different in our day from what it 
was three hundred years ago, it is likely 
that Mr.’FRovuDE, from the direction of his 
studies and the peculiarity ot his tempera- 
ment, 1s keenly alive to the change. Again, 
Mr. Frovuve is the editor of a magazine 
which ac pires to be at once popular and 
scholarly; and this would argue in him 
some share of the power of 
observativn and the _ sensitiveness to 
existipg Jacts for which the editorial frater- 
nity are proverbial. He must know 
quite certainly, and° even with peculiar 
clearness, both what the present condition 
ot England 1s and what her vast has been. 
It, then, he can be trusted to infer a third 
condition from two others which neces- 
sarily contain it, or to determine the posi- 
tion of an incomplete ‘historic line when 
two of its points ure given, his conjectures 
as to England’s future are valuable in pro- 
portion to the undisputed thoroughness ot 
his scholarship and the practical readiness 
of bis perception. But our immediate

It was a notable event when 
England and France laid amde their tradi- 
tional enmity and joined their arms against 
Russia. Perhaps, an actite and impressibl& 
mind might beye found in the alliance, 
from the first, sign# of the decadence 0! 
Weatern Europe, as if the numbness which 
had already smitten Spain were creeping 
eastward, broadening as it went. With 
something of swagger, but more jof apolo-~ 
gy, it was announced that the alliance w45 
not a timid scheme ot self-protection, bat 
that it extended to the affairs ot the whole 
world, which the two great powers, pené- 
trated with a sense of their obligations 
to civihzation, intended thenceforward to 
regulate in a very magnificent manner and 
on principles superlatively high. But 
mark the impotent conclusion. The war 
of the rebellion in this country came, and 
England, seeing no chance to solve the 
great problem of her statesmanship—that 
is, “how to sell a yard more of calico 
concluded not to regulate us. 
Next the joint intervention § in 
Mexico came, and England, still not 
feeling tree from’ scruplesin regard to 
calico, slipped out of it. Then came the 
Austrian war 01'66, when BisMaRcK out- 
witted the august allies, gobbled up half 
the small fry ot Europe, and left the two 
high contracting powers twiddling their 
thumbs in a very magnificent manner in- 
deed. In state-cratt, we believe, the first 
consequence of being outwitted isto get 
flogged. Prussia herself, having learned 
the lesson with some detail after Auster- 
litz, resolved to teach it to France, and 
has doneso. England has stood by like 
an imbecile and has said “well done” to 
Prussia. The Russian complication has 
made thething complete. England bas 


seen the scepter depart torever from West- 
.ern Europe, without se thuch as an effort 
- to retain it. 


The readiest and most general explana- 
tion of her tatuity will probably be 
found in the fact that ber ruling classes 
sympathize with Germany, and possibly 
with Russia, as the hope and stay of the 
parental idea of government. They be- 
lieved, no doubt, that great and imminent 
danger to monarchical institutions in Eu- 
rope, arising trom the reconsolidation of 
our own Union, could be averted in no 
other way than by an equally signal and 
conspicuous victory of an adverse priaci- 
ple on the tram pled plains of France. It 
is therefore natural, and in a small way not 
unwise, tor the partisans of monarchy in 
England to stand off while Bismarck and 
King WiLL1aM crush and tear unhappy 
France.
